Ala. Immigration Law Feeds Fears 


New measure targets 
illegal immigrants, 
sends families fleeing 


Birmingham, Ala. 

Terrified by Alabama’s strict new 
immigration crackdown, parents liv- 
ing in the state illegally say they are 
doing something that was unthink- 
able just days ago — asking friends, 
relatives, co-workers and acquain- 
tances to take their children if they’re 
arrested or deported. 

Many illegal immigrants signed 
documents in the past week allow- 
ing others to care for their children if 
needed, assistance groups say, and a 
couple living illegally in nearby Shelby 
County extracted a promise from the 
man’s boss to send their three children 
— all U.S. citizens — to Mexico should 
they be jailed under the law. 

A key sponsor of the measure, state 
Sen. Scott Reason, said such concerns 
weren’t raised when legislators were 
considering the bill, and he wonders 
whether the stories now are designed 
to “pull on heartstrings.” 

But for Maria Patino, even a 
chance encounter with police could 
end with her two elementary-age 
children being left alone or taken to 
foster care if she and her husband 
are sent back to Mexico. Both are 
in the country illegally and have no 
friends or relatives close enough to 




Backstory 

Alabama’s immigration law was passed by the 
Republican-controlled Legislature this year and 
signed by Gov. Robert Bentley. A federal judge 
blocked some parts of it but allowed key pieces 
to stand. On Friday, the U.S. Justice Department 
asked a federal appeals court to block the law, 
saying it could lead to discrimination against legal 
residents. However, the law will remain In effect 
until Nov. 29, when oral arguments are set. (ap)

take in the kids. 

Social worker Jazmin Rivera helps 
dozens of Spanish-speaking immi- 
grants fill out paperwork week- 
ly, and many are now seeking legal 
documents called powers of attorney 
so friends and others could care for 
their children. 

“People are scared, and they want 
to be sure their kids are safe,” said 
Rivera, a case manager at the Hispan- 
ic Interest Coalition of Alabama. 

Under the law, police making traf- 
fic stops can question anyone suspect- 
ed of being in the country illegally and 
jail them without bond if they lack 
proof of citizenship. Many police agen- 
cies say they have yet to begin enforc- 
ing the law, because officers haven’t 
been trained in all of its intricacies. 
Still, fear runs deep among people liv- 
ing without visas, passports, driver’s 
licenses and other documents. 

“Every time I leave, I don’t know 
if I will come back,” Patino, 27, said 
through tears. “I can’t stop working. 
My daughters need shoes and other

First Gay Presbyterian Minister Ordained 


Milwaukee 

A man who left his Presbyterian 
ministry in California more than 
20 years ago after telling his con- 
gregation that he is gay was wel- 
comed back into the church leader- 
ship as its first openly gay ordained 
minister. 

In a quavering voice ripe with 
emotion, 56-year-old Scott Ander- 
son on Saturday told the hundreds 
of friends and backers who packed 
Covenant Presbyterian Church in 


Madison, Wis., for his ordination 
ceremony that he never thought 
the day would come. 

“To the thousands of Presbyte- 
rians who have worked and prayed 
for almost 40 years for this day, I 
give thanks,” Anderson said. 

When he was presented to the 
crowd, audience members gave him 
a thunderous standing ovation. 

“That was very atypical of Pres- 
byterians,” said Doug Poland, an 
elder at Covenant Presbyterian 
Church. “Usually, our hands are

in our laps.” 

Anderson was closeted when 
he served as a minister in Sacra- 
mento, Calif, from 1983 until 1990. 
When a couple threatened to reveal 
his sexual orientation, he came out 
to his congregation and resigned 
because the Presbyterian Church 
(U.S. A.) barred homosexuals from 
serving as ministers. 

Last year the church’s national 
assembly voted to remove the ban, 
clearing the way for Anderson’s

Journalist Says He 
Infiltrated Group 


Conservative writer 
admits to escalating 
D.C. museum protest 

Washington 

A conservative journalist has 
admitted to infiltrating the group of 
protesters who clashed with secu- 
rity at the Smithsonian’s National 
Air and Space Museum on Satur- 
day — and he openly claims to have 
instigated the events that prompt- 
ed the museum to close. 

Patrick Howley, an assistant 
editor at the American Spectator, 
says he joined the group under the 
pretense that he was a demonstra- 
tor: “As far as anyone knew, I was 
part of this cause — a cause that 
I had infiltrated the day before in 
order to mock and undermine in 
the pages of The American Spec- 
tator.” (The language in the story 
has since been changed.) 

A group called the October 11 
movement had organized the march 
in order to protest the U.S. govern- 
ment’s use of unmanned drones 
overseas, joined by a few members of 
the D.C. branch of the Occupy Wall 
Street movement. Howley writes 



Convergence

that a small number of protesters 
— himself included — had tried to 
move past the security guards at 
the main entrance of the museum 
and got pepper-sprayed.

Howley later criticizes the move- 
ment as being “disruptive,” even as 
he personally helped catalyze the 
shutdown of a national museum.

Cairo 

Massive clashes that drew in Chris- 
tians angry over a recent church 
attack, Muslims and Egyptian 
security forces raged over a large 
section of downtown Cairo Sun- 
day night, leaving at least 19 people 
dead and more than ISO injured. 
Health Ministry officials said. It 
was the worst violence since the 
18 -day uprising that ousted Hosni 
Mubarak in February. 

The ongoing clashes lasted 
late into the night, bringing out 
a deployment of more than 1,000 
security forces and armored vehi- 
cles to defend the state television 
building along the Nile, where the 
trouble began. The clashes spread 
to nearby Tahrir Square, the epi- 
center of the 18-day uprising, and 
the area around it, drawing in thou- 
sands of people. 

The Christian protesters said 
their protest began as a peaceful 
sit-in at the television building. 



Backstory 

Christians in Egypt blame the country's ruling military council for being too 
lenient on those behind a spate of anti-Christian attacks since the ouster of 
Hosni Mubarak in February.

Libya; Liberation of Gadhafi Bastions Imminent 


Sirte, Libya 

Libya’s revolutionary forces seized 
a convention center Sunday that 
had served as a key base for fight- 
ers loyal to Moammar Gadhafi in 
the fugitive leader’s hometown, as 
they squeezed remaining regime 
loyalists in the besieged city. 

The inability to take Sirte has 
stalled efforts by Libya’s new lead- 
ers to set a timeline for elections 
and move forward with a transi- 
tion to democracy.

“I do believe, God willing, that 
the liberation of these cities will 
happen within this week,” Libya’s 
de facto leader, Mustafa Abdul-Jal- 
il, head of the governing National 
Transitional Council, told report- 
ers in Tripoli, citing huge gains in 
Sirte and Bani Walid. (ap)

“The protest was peaceful. We 
wanted to hold a sit-in, as usual,” 
said Essam Khalili, a protester. 
“Thugs attacked us, and a military 
vehicle jumped over a sidewalk and 
ran over at least 10 people.” 

Television footage of the riots 
showed some of the Coptic pro- 
testers attacking a soldier, while 
a priest tried to protect him. 

Sunday’s rally began in the 
Shubra district of northern Cairo, 
then headed to the state television 
building along the Nile where men 
in plainclothes attacked about a 
thousand Christian protesters 
as they chanted denunciations of 
Egypt’s military rulers. 

“The people want to topple 
the field marshall,” the protest- 
ers yelled, referring to the head of 
the ruling military council. Field 
Marshall Hussein Tantawi. Some 
Muslim protesters later joined in 
the same chant. 

After hours of intense clash- 
es, chants of “Muslims, Chris- 
tians one hand, one hand!” rang 
out in a call for a truce. The 
stone-throwing died down brief- 
ly but then began to rage again.

Magnet for a Movement 

At the epicenter of Occupy Wall Street in Manhattan, Americans see potential 


New York 

The three newcomers traveled from 
across the country, part of the lat- 
est wave of aggrieved Americans 
who hoped their problems might be 
solved here, at a park in Manhat- 
tan that has become a destination 
for thousands of people who are 
enraged by unemployment, greed 
on Wall Street and the increasing 
wealth gap. 

What began three weeks ago 
as a small college protest and then 
grew into a circus of hippies, mis- 
fits and anarchists is now trying 
to grow again into something else: 
a populist movement for econom- 
ic change. 

The Occupy Wall Street protests 
have spread to hundreds of cities 
and towns, including Washington, 
but the epicenter remains here, 
riveting the attention of activists, 
celebrities, labor organizers and 
President Obama. 

Now, a movement that started 
with no concrete goals must decide 
what to do with some power of its 
own. Can a leaderless group that 
relies on consensus find a way for 
so many people to agree on what 
comes next? Can it offer not only 
objections but solutions? Can a 
radical protest evolve into a main- 
stream movement for change? Over 
the weekend, three people came 
to find out. 

'Really Diverse Group’ 

Brenda Barnes arrived first, from 
Santa Monica, Calif. The retired 
lawyer had not participated in a 
protest since the end of the Viet- 
nam War. Her husband was dis- 
abled, and she worried about their 
fixed income of Social Security and 
retirement savings. 

She had hoped Obama might 
bring stability to the economy and 
better regulate Wall Street, but now 
she considered him “the greatest 
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Protesters on Saturday march toward Zuccotti Park in Manhattan, the birthplace of the Occupy Wall Street movement. 


Next Up? 

Although some have criticized Occupy Wall Street for its 
lack of leadership and its lack of a clear agenda, the protests 
do have a purpose, said Kalle Lasn, editor-in-chief of Ad- 
busters magazine, the Vancouver, British Columbia-based 
anti-consumerist magazine that spurred the Occupy Wall 
Street campaign. It urged people to show up on Wall Street 
starting Sept. 17 and set up tents and stay for a few months. 
Lasn said he hopes the next big protest will happen Oct. 29. 
The magazine is encouraging people to stage protests in the 
United States and in cities abroad the weekend before the G-20 summit. The 
gathering of finance ministers and central bank governors from the 20 largest 
economies will be held Nov. 3-4 in France. Lasn said that one demand protest- 
ers can unite behind is a globalfinancial transaction levy dubbed the Robin 
Hood tax, which is intended to make the financial sector contribute to fixing the 
economic crisis it helped create, (the Washington post)

disappointment of my life — and 
I’ve been divorced twice.” 

She had seen news about the 
protests building in New York and 
decided she was tired of relying on 
others to instigate change. 

“I’m 67,” she said. “What am I 
waiting for?” Now, as she walked 
around Zuccotti Park, she discov- 
ered a miniature society of a few 
thousand people. 

There was a 24-hour dietician. 


a hot buffet with donated food, 
a makeshift library, a self-pub- 
lished newspaper called the Occu- 
py Wall Street Journal, a notary 
and a lawyer. 

She text-messaged her hus- 
band. “Lots of workers in suits 
staying,” she wrote. “It’s a really 
diverse group.” 

Little Bit Out-There’ 

Diverse was one way to put it. “It’s 


a little bit out-there,” said Richard 
Trumka, the only man in the park 
wearing a blazer, as he finished a 
tour of Occupy Wall Street. 

Trumka, president of the AFL- 
CIO, admitted he wasn’t sure 
whether the protesters would want 
his help. 

Now he was trjdng to work with 
a protest movement that resisted 
leadership, but he believed they 
could help each other. The protest 
had generated grassroots momen- 
tum like unions rarely could, and 
the AFL-CIO had power to spread 
and legitimize the cause through 
its 11 million members. 

“Things like this start as a 
long shot,” he said. But across 
the square, he saw evidence of an 
increasing mainstream presence: 
14 steelworkers from New Jersey; 
electricians from Boston; two nurs- 
es talking to a priest. 

“Look, I know there’s some anx- 
iety that we’re going to come in here 
and take this thing over,” Trum- 
ka told a small crowd of protesters. 
“We’re not going to do that. We just

want to support you.” 

He planned to assign a full-time 
AFL-CIO organizer to work with 
the protesters. “Where are jobs 
on your guys’ agenda right now?” 
a protester asked. “First, second 
and third,” Trumka said. “That’s 
why we’re here.” 

‘That, or Just Give Up’ 

Buddy Bolton thought he might 
be able to network and find a job 
through Occupy Wall Street, so he 
brought his laptop and clips of his old 
television work just in case. Every- 
thing else that he owned went into 
storage except for a Coleman sleep- 
ing bag and two sets of clothes. 

“I’ve got enough stuff to stay 
down here for a few weeks,” he said. 
Bolton, 43, had been laid off two 
years earlier after his production 
company moved to Canada, and he 
believed he had sent out more than 
a thousand resumes since. 

“Not one serious bite,” he said. 
In the meantime, he had spent his 
savings on shoulder surgery, lost 
his apartment in New York and 
moved in with his girlfriend. The 
night before, she kicked him out. “It 
was either come here or go live with 
my mom down in Florida,” he said. 
“Pretty great options, huh?” 

He did not even consider himself 
to be an activist. But he was des- 
perate and out of options. “I need 
something to believe in,” he said. 
“It’s either that, or just give up.” eli

Purple Line Phase OK’d 


Feds approve plan 
for more engineering 
on proposed rail Line 

Bethesda 

The federal government has 
approved Maryland’s proposed 
Purple Line for more detailed 
engineering. 

The go-ahead is a necessary step 
in moving the project forward and 
means officials can fine-tune cost 
estimates and construction sched- 
ules and finalize environmental 
studies, state officials said. 

The federal government grants 
state transit planners permission 
to proceed from one stage of plan- 
ning and design to the next as 
part of a multiyear “New Starts” 
competition for federal construc- 
tion money. 

The 16 -mile line would origi- 
nate in Bethesda and travel through 
Silver Spring and College Park to 
the New Carrollton transit hub in 


Prince George’s County. The light 
rail line, which would feature 21 
stops, would travel mostly along 
surface streets and be powered by 
overhead wires. 



The state’s financial plan as- 
sumes that the federal govern- 
ment will cover half — or $962 
million — of the construction 
costs for the Purple Line, but the 
question of how to pay for the 
rest of the project remains, (twp) 


“This action by the Federal 
Transit Administration will help us 
expand rapid and reliable transpor- 
tation in the Washington suburban 
region as part of our larger effort to 
create the next generation of transit 
in Maryland,” Gov. Martin O’Malley 
said in a statement. 

Maryland has deferred hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in trans- 
portation projects in recent years 
because of a lack of money. The 
state also recently decided to raise 


tolls statewide to help confront its 
deteriorating transportation infra- 
structure and a paucity of funds to 
make improvements. 

However, officials said in their 
announcement last week that con- 
struction on the Purple Line could 
start in 2015 with service begin- 
ning in 2020. 

“Moving the Purple Line into 
this next stage is an important 
step towards finally getting shov- 
els in the ground and workers on 
the job so that thousands in Prince 
George’s and Montgomery Coun- 
ty, particularly federal employees, 
can stop wasting time, money and 
gas in gridlock,” said Sen. Benja- 
min L. Cardin, a Democrat. 

This summer the federal gov- 
ernment also gave Maryland per- 
mission to move ahead with engi- 
neering of a 14.5-mile Red Line 
in Baltimore, which would cost 
$2.2 billion. Both proposals are 
projects of the Maryland Transit

New calculators offer 
ways to pin down all 
college cost estimates 


Advice 

It sounds like a simple question: 
How much is a college actually 
going to cost? 

In fact, it’s a slippery one. But 
thanks to a federal mandate, a new 
tool to help students and fami- 
lies pin down an answer is finally 
arriving this month: a fairly simple 
online calculator to estimate what 
you can expect to pay to attend any 
college in the United States. 

The new “net price calculators” 
— many already up and running on 
college websites ahead of the Oct. 
29 legal deadline — are designed 
to provide the non-binding cost 
estimates based on a few relative- 
ly straightforward questions about 
family finances. 

More broadly, they’re supposed 
to help students navigate one of the 
most confusing aspects of the col- 



Test Case 

Take the example of a fictional Massachusetts family, the Medians, 
choosing between the University of Massachusetts at Amherst, the 
state’s public flagship institution, or Amherst College, an elite private 
liberal arts school two miles down North Pleasant Street.

lege matchmaking process. While a 
school’s “list price” is usually easy 
enough to identify, students often 
don’t hear until long after they’ve 
applied and received acceptance let- 
ters what will be their “net price” 
— the sometimes substantially 
lower cost after scholarships and 


discounts are applied. 

Now colleges are obliged to 
make the estimating calculators 
publicly available on their web- 
sites. Supporters predict two main 
effects, both positive. Some fam- 
ilies may be surprised how much 
college will still cost them, but at 


least they’ll know more accurately 
which schools are affordable and 
how much they need to save. 

Other families, meanwhile, may 
be pleasantly surprised by the dis- 
counts and won’t cross off poten- 
tial matches for fear they’re unaf- 
fordable.

“For those of us who are high- 
er cost, we get ruled out right off 
the bat,” said Linda Parker, direc- 
tor of financial aid at Union Col- 
lege in New York. “When they 
find out we have pretty gener- 
ous scholarships we offer, and we 
meet full demonstrated need for 
the students we admit, it’s not out 
of their reach.” 

When Congress forced all insti- 
tutions that receive federal dollars 
to start developing the calculators 
in 2008, most were opposed. But 
since then, opposition has mel- 
lowed into grudging acceptance 
and even enthusiasm. 

“It’s not too far-reaching, and 
it does provide a good tool for par- 
ents and students of college-bound 
people to get a sense of what their 
bottom-line cost will be,” said Dan- 
iel Lugo, head of financial aid at 
Franklin and Marshall College in 
Pennsylvania, justin pope (ap)

As the Detroit Tigers prepared to 
play the New York Yankees in Game 
4 of the American League Divi- 
sion Series last Tuesday night at 
Comerica Park, a handful of Detroit 
Lions players made their way to 
their seats and were immediate- 
ly gripped by versions of the same 
thought: This was the atmosphere 
all professional athletes crave. 

“It was crazy,” wide receiver 
Calvin Johnson said. “The game 
hadn’t even started, but it was 
already bonkers in there.” 

Not far away, veteran wide 
receiver Nate Burleson was sound- 
ing jealous tones, lamenting the 
Lions’ own hype deficit in recent 
years — the local television black- 
outs and the national invisibility: 
“Sometime our games aren’t even 
shown on the highlights on ESPN,” 
Burleson said, shaking his head. 

But all the Lions had to do to 


remember how far they have come 
and what lies in store for them was 
to look over their left shoulders. 
Next door to the baseball stadi- 
um, Ford Field, the Lions’ own 
65,000 -seat coliseum, sat dark at 
that moment. But in a matter of 
days, it would be the center of the 
NFL universe. 

On Monday night, the Lions, 
4-0 on the season for the first time 
in three decades, will host the Chi- 
cago Bears in the franchise’s first 
“Monday Night Football” game 
since 2001. A team that hasn’t had 
a winning season since 2000 and 
that just three years ago endured 
the only 0-16 campaign in NFL his- 
tory, has officially arrived. 

“To come from where we’ve 
been, to now being on, really, an 
international stage — it’s going to 
be exciting,” Burleson said. “It’s the 
closest thing guys are going to get 
to the playoffs who haven’t been.”

“Wolfenstein.” “Doom.” “Quake.” 
They’re landmark video game tides, 
and they defined an entire genre: 
the first-person shooter. 

The studio that created them, 
Dallas-based id Software, has 
returned with “Rage” (Bethesda, 
for the Xbox 360, PlayStation 3, PC, 
$59.99), and it hasn’t lost its touch 
for trigger-happy mayhem. 

“Rage” takes place in the sort 
of post-disaster wasteland that has 
become cliche. In 2029, the hero was 
put into suspended animation before 
an asteroid struck Earth. When he 
awakens centuries later, the sur- 
face has been overrun by bandits, 
mutants and cannibals. 

“Rage” doesn’t skimp on oppor- 
tunities to fill your enemies with 
lead. You can run screaming into 
a firelight, flinging grenades and 
automatic weapons fire every which 
way. Or you can take a more cau- 


tious approach, taking out foes one 
by one with sniper bullets. 

While the weapons don’t get 
too exotic, they’re well differen- 
tiated. You can also build turrets 
and sentry robots, valuable side- 
kicks when foes become too much 
for your lone gunman. 

There are only a few enemy 
types, but they come after you in 
many ways. The animation and 
artificial intelligence are terrif- 


ic, making all your antagonists 
seem like living (and dying) crea- 
tures with their own unpredict- 
able attack patterns. 

At its core, “Rage” is a series of 
environments — caverns, a facto- 
ry, a prison — filled with things to 
shoot. Still, other activities prevent 
the game from feeling like one long 
trudge toward the inevitable. 

You get access early on to a dune 
buggy equipped with guns and 


homing rockets, and it’s a kick to 
chase bandit vehicles around the 
wasteland. There are also several 
gambling events and side jobs that 
you can take on for cash. 

You don’t really have much 
choice in determining how the 
story unfolds, and the ending — 
blatantly written to set up a sequel 
— arrives abruptly. 

Still, the game is a lot of fun.
